In the naturalization cases Jus­ 
tice Roberts sided with the old 
m ajority and its view p revailed 
by another five-four decision. 
The Indiana case p resented 
the issue of a sp ecial tax on 
chain stores not ap p lied to o th­ 
er m erchants. The new align­ 
m ent up held it. 
The red flag law, which p ro­ 
hibited the disp lay of any em ­ 
blem in California as a sy mbol 
of op p osition to organized gov­ 
ernm ent, stimulous to anarchist­ 
ic action or as an aid to p rop a­ 
ganda of a seditious nature, was 
set aside. Chief Justice Hughes 
p rep ared the op inion, asserting 
th at “the m aintenance of an op ­ 
p ortunity for free p olitical dis­ 
cussion to the end th a t govern­ 
m ent may be resp onsive to the 
will of the p eop le is a funda­ 
m ental p rincip le of our consti­ 
tutional sy stem.” 
The M innesota law gave the 
courts p ower to sup p ress p ublica­ 
tions of a malicious, scandalous, 
or defam atory character. Again 
Chief Justice Hughes p rep ared 
the m aioritv oninion, setting the 
law aside. He took a broad view 
of the “freedom of the p ress” 
and said the libel laws p rovided 
a remedy for those attacked by 
such neriodicals.

Professor Piccard and Dr. Kipfer return to the 
earth in their queer, air-tight balloon basket an­ 
nouncing th at they made highly important sci­ 
entific discoveries and experiments while drift­ 
ing about nine miles above the earth’s surfa.ce. 
For most people, however, the interesting thing 
about the flight will be its purely spectacular 
features—the enormous height to which the bal­ 
loon ascended, and the strange peril into which 
the two scientists put themselves. 
These things, surely, were spectacular enough 
for anybody. The two men went more than two 
miles higher than anyone had ever gone before. 
They sailed up beyond the ordinary atmosphere 
into a queer region where the air has only one- 
tenth of its ordinary density, and where the 
thermometer sticks at 148 degrees below zero. 
They looked down and saw the earth vanish in 
a copper-colored cloud. No living mortals ever 
came so close to wandering off into the empty 
space between the stars. 
In view of this, the ordinary man can be par­ 
doned for ignoring the scientific aspects of the 
affair. The important thing is that they made 
the trip. By making it, they helped to swell the 
pride of all of us. 
For there is always something oddly encour­ 
aging about the spectacle of men composedly 
risking their lives; and the reasons that impel 
them to do so are not nearly as important as the 
graybeards would have us think. We get a new 
confidence in the human race when we see a 
man calmly take his chances with death, wheth­ 
er he be a scientist trying to broaden the scope 
of human knowledge, an aviator seeking publi­ 
city and cash by flying the ocean or a circus 
“daredevil” earning his daily bread on the flying 
trapeze. 
We are debtors to all of these men. They prove 
to us, over and over again, that the race can, if 
it wants to, set itself free from its oldest and 
most powerful compulsions. 
All learned men agree that self-preservation is 
the first law of human existence. We have scrip­ 
tural authority for the belief that “all that a 
man hath, will he give for his life.” But as we di­ 
gest this somewhat ignoble axiom, along comes 
someone to upset it—a scientist in a balloon, or 
a young man in ^a 2 3 0-mile-an-hour racing car, 
or an Arctic explorer, or any of those cheerful 
souls who make danger their calling. 
They suggest the existence of a different set of 
values. They hint th at death is less of a m atter 
than we have supposed, since it can be risked so 
lightly. They prove that men can be glad to 
loosen their grip on life; and they reveal to us, 
thereby, that the race is a little bit finer than we 
sometimes believe.

MILITARY TRAINING 


The citizens’ military training camps, which 
will be backed by the government again this 
summer, have passed the experimental stage. 
When first attempted, they were the target for 
attack from many shades of opinion. Some ob­ 
jected to the waste of money; others believed the 
project militaristic. There were those who could 
see no reason for the government engaging in 
such an enterprise. 
But the citizens’ military training camp has 
won its spurs. Actual results have put the carp­ 
ing critics to flight as the wholesome values, 
promised by the early promoters, have been re­ 
alized. 
They are essentially for military training, but 
they are also camps and schools of instruction 
in physical culture and citizenship. And the fact 
that the camps have been turning out younger 
men better citizens than they were when they 
went in is ample warrant for the camps, aside 
from the good derived by those who spend a 
month in camp. 
i 
Over 35,000 young men, from all walks of life, 
will attend camps scattered from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific—from the north to the Gulf of 
Mexico. They are for all classes—no discrimina­ 
tion is shown, making them truly democratic and 
typical of America. Every entrant will stand in 
his own shoes, stripped of social standing of the 
world outside. 
President’s son and laborer’s son, m illionanes 
son and poor m an’s son, • sheds his citizen’s 
clothes when he enters camp and dons the ser­ 
vice khaki. This phase of camp life has appealed 
to the younger American. From a mediocre be­ 
ginning ten years ago, the camps have gained in 
numbers annually. The government foots the 
bills and all the camp student has to do is follow 
orders, but he gains in manliness, bearing, tact 
and gentility. This suipmer, more than ever, it 
is announced, systematic supervision of such ex­ 
ercises as military gymnastics, drills, parades and 
athletic events will be stressed. Thus the young 
man who avails himself of the opportunity to a t­ 
tend camp is the gainer.

age and ill-health. 


At the White House it was said 


no appeal on behalf of Fall had 
been received and if pne were 
made, it would follow the usual 
course and be sent to the Jus- 
tice Department for recommen- 
dations. 


Fall's friends found little com-

Telephone 56 Years Ago Today 


New York, June 2—(AP.)— 


Fifty-six years ago today an old 
clock spring twanged in Boston. 


The tiny, whining sound was 


tiie signal for a revolution in the 
art of communication which has 
enabled one man to whisper into 
the ear of another separated 
from him by thousands of miles 
of. ocean, desert or mountains. 
.-:For the spring was part of the 
laboratory apparatus of Alexan- 
der Graham Bell. It was twanged 
at one end :of-"-a short wire and 
the sound, issuing from the oth- 
er end, marked the birth of the 
principle, of the ^lephone. 


Today, the American Telephone 


and Telegraph Co., announced 


there are an estimated 35,600,000 
telephones in the world. A total 
of 32,000,000 of them are inter- 
connected; that is, one may lift 
the receiver off any one of the 
32,000,000 and be connected with 
any of the others. Twenty million 
of the phones are in the United 
States. 


The number of interconnected 


instruments has jumped rapidly 
in recent years because of the 
.trans-oceanic phone 
develop- 


ment. More countries, .will be 
hooked up with this communica- 
tion system as time goes on. Tele- 
phone company officials said to- 
day that plans are now: afoot'for 
a trans-Pacific link to Hawaii.

items imported into Canada 
from the United States upon 
which Premier R. B. Bennett de- 
clared increased duties yester- 
day hi his budget speech before 
parliament. 


In addition to the schedules 


which became effective with 
their announcement, a duty of 
15 cents per pound to become 
effective July 1, was announced 
on magazines. 


Canada- cannot afford to be 


unprotected against the compe- 
tition if countries protected by 
high tariffs, Premier Bennett 
said. He added that his govern- 
ment stands or falls by its poli- 
cy of protection to Canadian in- 
dustry. 


Anthracite, which was on the 


free list, is subjected to a tariff 
of 40 cents a ton under the new 
rates. Last year Canada import- 
ed $28,000,000 worth of this fuel, 
most of which came "from the 
United States. The rate-on bi- 
tuminous coal was increased 
from 50 cents to 75 cents a ton.

Cutworms have done consid-

A NOBLE ADVENTURE 


Professor Piccard and Dr. Kipfer return to the 


earth in their queer, air-tight balloon basket an- 
nouncing that they made highly important sci- 
entific discoveries and experiments while drift- 
ing -about nine miles above the earth's surface. 
For most people, however, the interesting thing 
about the flight will be its purely spectacular 
features—the enormous height to which the bal- 
loon ascended, and the strange peril into which 
the two scientists put themselves. 


These things, surely, were spectacular enough 


for anybody. The two men went more than two 
miles higher than anyone had ever gone before. 
They sailed up beyond the ordinary atmosphere 
into a queer region where the air has only one- 
tenth of its ordinary density, and where the 
thermometer sticks at 148 degrees below zero. 
They looked down and saw the earth vanish in 
a copper-colored cloud. No living mortals ever 
came so close to wandering off into the empty 
space between the stars. 


In view of this, the ordinary man can be par- 


doned for ignoring the scientific aspects of the 
affair. The important thing is that they made 
the trip. By making it, they helped to swell the 
pride of all of us. 


For there is always something oddly encour- 


aging about the spectacle of men composedly 
risking their lives; and the reasons that impel 
them to do so are not nearly as important as the 
graybeards would have us think. We get a new 
.confidence in the human race when we see a 
'man calmly take his chances with death, wheth- 
er he be a scientist trying to broaden the scope 
of human knowledge, an aviator seeking publi- 
city and cash by flying the ocean or a circus 
"daredevil" earning his daily bread on the" flying 
trapeze. 


We are debtors to all of these men. They prove 


to us, over and over again, that the race can, if 
it wants to, set itself free from its oldest and 
most powerful compulsions. 


All learned men agree that self-preservation is 


the first law of human existence. We have scrip- 
tural authority for the belief that "all that a 
man hath, will he give for his life." But as we di- 
gest this somewhat ignoble axiom, along comes 
someone to upset it—a scientist in a balloon, or 
a young man in-a 230-mile-an-hour racing car, 
or an Arctic explorer, or any of those cheerful 
souls who make danger their calling. 


They suggest the existence of a different set of 


values. They hint that death is less of a matter 
than we have supposed, since it can be risked so 
lightly. They prove that men can be glad to 
loosen their grip on life; and they reveal to us, 
thereby, that the race is a little bit finer than we 
sometimes believe. 


MILITARY TRAINING 


The citizens' military training camps, which 


will be backed by the government again this 
summer, have passed trie experimental stage 
When first attempted, they were the target fo 
attack from many shades of opinion. Some pb 
jected to the waste of money; others believed th 
project militaristic. There were those who coul 
see no reason for the government engaging in 
such an enterprise. 


But the citizens' military training camp has 


won its spurs. Actual results have put the carp 
ing critics to flight as the wholesome values 
promised by the early promoters, have been re 
alized. 


They are essentially for military training, bu 


they, are also camps and schools of instruction 
in physical culture and citizenship. And the fac 
that the camps have been turning out younge 
men better citizens^than they were when they 
went in is ample warrant for the camps, aside 
from the good derived by those who spend a 
month in camp. 


Over 35,000 young men, from all walks Qf life 


will attend camps- scattered from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific—from the north tQ the Gulf o 
Mexico. They are for all classes—no discrimina- 
tion is shown, making them truly democratic and 
typical of America. Every entrant will stand in 
his own shoes, stripped of social standing of the 
world outside. 


President's son and laborer's son, millionaire's 


son and poor man's son, -sheds his citizen's 
clothes when he enters camp and dons the ser- 
vice khaki. This phase of camp life has appealed 
to the younger American. From a mediocre be- 
ginning ten years ago, the camps have gained in 
numbers annually. The government foots the 
bills and all the camp student has to do is follow 
orders, but he gains in manliness, bearing, taci 
and gentility. This summer, more than ever, it 
is announced, systematic supervision of such ex- 
ercises as military gymnastics, drills, parades anc 
athletic events will be stressed. Thus the young 
man who avails himself of the opportunity to at- 
tend camp is the gainer.

Depression to 


Bull Run 


French Lick, Ihd., June 1— 


(A.P.) —There .is nothing the 
matter, with 
America except 


stupidity, .timidity and "some 
yellow streak," Will H. Hays, 
president of the Motion Picture 
Producers and Distributors of 
America, said tonight in an ad- 
dress before the twenty-third 
conference of governors. 


Speaking at a banquet for the 


executives, Hays said "fear has 
seized the wheel of progress and 
jammed the brakes." 


"We're not running on sched- 


ule because the old spirit isn't 
pressing on the throttle," he 
continued. "My boyhood vividly 
recalls the graphic narratives of 
veterans who particioated in the 
first and second battles of Bull 
Run. But I did not think I would 
ever witness a third Bull Run. 
destined to pass into history as 
the most shameful exhibit of fi- 
nancial leadership 
that 
the 


country has ever witnessed. 


"As long as our billions are 


held in restraint, dammed at the 
source, 
prosperity will 
keep 


gnawing at the hambone." 


The problem 61 unemployment 


was discussed by the governors 
during an executive session this 
afternoon but no definite con- 
clusions were reached or recom- 
mendations made. It was gen- 
erally agreed, however, that ex- 
penditure fpr public works, 
while helpful, is not a solution to 
the question. 


Taxation formed the general 


topic of morning session with 
addresses by Governor Wilbur M. 
Brucker of Michigan and Gover- 
nor Harry H. Woodring of Kan- 
sas. 


Tax burdens, declared Gover- 


nor; Bracker- in his prepared- ad- 
dress, -have become^ a menace to 
the stability of government. He 
urged that the states assist' in 
the simplification/ arid unification 
of local political units 90 they 
will become more responsive to 
the public will. 
' 


Real tax relief, in the opinion 


of Governor Woodring, must be 
sought through a reduction in 
local taxes. He suggested states 
should adopt a policy of limiting 
the maximum tax levy or maxi- 
mum per capita expenditure of 
local units. Too much state con- 
trol, he said in his prepared 
speech, was responsible in many 
instances for high local taxes. He 
expressed the belief that within 
prescribed limitations, the local 
unit should be permitted to work 
out its own salvation. 


Whether Gifford Pinchot .of 


'Pennsylvania will be permitted 
to deliver his speech tomorrow on 
public utilities instead of refor- 
estation which was assigned to 
him, continued to be the subject 
of discussion among the dele- 
gates. Governor Norman S. Case, 
Rhode Island, chairman of the 
executive committee which ar- 
ranged the business program 
said it had not officially been 
brought to his attention that the 
Pennsylvanian wished'to change 
his topic.

Mussolini has dissolved all or- 
ganization of Catholic youths 
in Italy by decree' and according 
to good sources tonight Pone 
Pius XI is expected to recall the 
paoal nuncio to Rome. 


It is said the pontiff may even 


sever diplomatic relations with 
Italy.
